Washington, D. C., Oct. 12. —Fifteen to 
twenty fighting ships of the dreadnaught 


and battle cruiser type with a propor- 


tionate number of seagoing submarines, 
coast submarines, scout cruises, destroy- 
ers, and e@uxiliaries enough to make a 
new American fleet are contemplated by 


Secretary Daniels for recommendation 


as a five year bu:iding program for the 
United States navy. 

| President Wilson and Secretary Dan- 
tels haves discussed informally the needs 
of the navy and are agreed that in order 
to be adequately_prepared for defense 
the present strength of the fleet must be 
almost doubled in tue next five years, 
with the addition of many of the latest 
type of fast and powerful fighting craft. 


Program to Cover Five Years. 

Details as to numbers have not yet been 
finally worked out, but the idea of fixing 
a ratio for a continuing program over a 
period of five years is the basic principle 
upon which the general board of the navy 
and Secretary Daniels now are planning 
their recommendations. Another confer- 
ence between the ‘president and the secre- 


j tary will be hela Friday. 


The five year naval program when com- 
pleted would add in addition to dread- 
| paughts and battle cruisers nearly 100 
submarines, about seventy destroyers, 
and several séout cruisers, and a propor- 
tionate number of fuel and hospital ships. 


Personnel to Be Increased. 

An important part of the program, too, 
will be a propoeal-for a large increase in 
personnel. Appropristion for at least 
8.000 avuitional men will be asked for the 
tirat year to make up present deficiencies, 
and an adequate number will be sought to 
man the new ships built in the five year 
pericd. 

The total cost of the program 
for the firet year, according to present 
plans, is estimated at nearly $248,000,000, 
or about $100,000,000 increase over last 
yeat, Just what construction should be 
provided for the first year has not been 
determined. As to the epproximate num- 
ber. of ships the fleet should have at the 
end of five years ‘however, officers of the 
general board and Secretary Daniels are 
unde.~‘ood to be in thorough accord. 
Admiral Benson, chief of naval opera; 
tions, is being consulted dally by the seo- 
r-tary, and within a few days the com- 
plete program is expected to Le ready for 
examination by President Wilson.

misunderstanding them. 

At the same meeting the trustees affirmed the 
dismissal of Dr. Scott Nearing, assistant professor 
of economics, who said things last year which hurt 
their feelings. 

The situation may be ironic, but the gentlemen 
are consistent, as their definition of academic free- 
dom of speech will show. An individual instructor 
may on proper occasion, in proper language and 
with due respect to the dignity of his university, 
say anything he likes. It is entirely clear. What 
they object to is extra-academic freedom of speech. 

Dr. Nearing might teach the wildest heresies ir 
his classroom, protected by dignified college walls. 
But Dr. Nearing on the political platform or on the 
witness stand is a different person. 

It is one of the paradoxes of the level-headed and 
practical business men who govern our successful 
universities that they resent any practical activity 
on the part of their: hired professors. i 

Their attitude is very like that of the mother in 


the nursery rhyme—willing that her daughter swim,, 


but admonishing against too close an approach to 
the water. |

They 
would no longer be effective. Young ladies nowa- 
days are of their own volition going in for ideas, or 
learning joyously the mazes of the new dance steps. 
Society owes a debt to mechanical music.

needs of future defense are engulfed in a vast in- 
difference. 
We have been on the brink of war with Japan. 
The crisis did not wring a single additional field 
gun from congress. We have been on the brink of 
war with Mexico. The long suspense has not in- 
duced the president or congress to add another 
regiment to our inadequate force. We have bal- 
anced on the rim of the European conflict. Our 
danger has brought the president to the point of 
permitting the experts of the army and navy to 
offer him plans. 
It is true there is a significant change from the 
indifference or stubborn ignorance displayed by our 
people and their répresentatives before the war. 
At this moment we have plans for an army increase 
which was not hoped for two years ago by the most 
sanguine. Better still, perhaps, we have a real 
awakening of public opinion, from one coast to the 
other, with the consequent scurry of politicians for 
the band wagon. 
But what will be the eventual outcome of this 
activity? 
What seems probable now is an acceleration of 
our naval building so as to catch up at least with 
the program of the naval board. That should mean 


session. Two battle cruisers may be provided for 
and an increase of submarines. More money will 
be voted for aviation. An increase of the personnel 
and a reserve may be conceded. 

As to the army, Secretary Garrison, Mr. Hen- 
ning reports, will propose a standing army of 120. 


000, a reserve to be gradually raised to 300,000, a 


paid and reorganized national guard of 150,000, and 


lan irregular force of 200,000 volunteers of six 


months’ training. Other changes in organization 
and an increase in reserves of equipment and muni- 
tions may be allowed. 

If Tun Trisuwe’s advice is taken the plan of 
Martin J. Gillen for the mobilization and supply of 
army material, published by Tun Trisuwne in full 
Sept. 22, will be adopted and put into immediate 
operation. 

But if all this be done it will not constitute pre- 
paredness. It will seem like a good deal. 
be worse than nothing if we think it is enough. 

For the root of our danger is our indifference to 
defense, the indifference of yesterday, the indiffer- 
ence perhaps of tomorrow. It has taken a Puro- 
pean holocaust to stir us even to our present con- 
fused demand for something to be done. When the 
fire burns down, shall we forget? 

If we add a few ships to our line of battle and 
a few regiments of men, trained and half trained, 
if we appropriate at one congress for a mountain 
of munitions, if we pass laws and make new ma- 
chinery and then forget them all, we shall only 
have repeated our folly of the past, we shall still 
be unprepared. We cannot devise any automaton 
of defense which will watch over our interests and 
keep the gates of our security while we sleep. 
It may be irksome to have our attention distracted 
from the activities of peace in any degree, but if 
we have not missed the lesson of the European 
war completely we have learned that the citizen 
can no longer give a proxy to the professional sol- 
dier. The citizen must be the soldier. 

We cannot afford to sink back into our indiffer- 
ence in the confidence that because we have spent 
more millions we are ready. We must continue 
our interest and enlarge our knowledge of defense, 
and one of the chief arguments for the adoption of 
the system created by our sister republic of Switzer- 
land is that it will insure that the duty of the sol- 
dier enters into and becomes a permanent part of 
the citizen ideal in this country as it is in other 
democracies more thoroughgoing than our own. Uni- 
versal military service means the inculcation of cit- 
izen devotion in all young Americans. That is the 
preparedness which is essential, the only safe foun- 
dation of national defense. Universal military serv- 
ice is the most democratic of institutions, the laying 
on the shoulders of all classes equally the highest 
service of the citizen, 

We cannot buy defense. We, the people, must 
provide it, as the constitution declares, but as our 
mistaken policy and our negligent laws have never 
properly provided.

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DETECTING TYPHOID CARRIERS 
o years ago tne attention of the 
Minnesota board of health was 
called to the farm of L. D. H. Dur- 
ing the preceding four years five 
cases of typhod fever had occurred 
on this farm. Dr. Lampson went out 
to the farm to discuver the cause of the 
trouble. He found everything in excel- 
lent condition. These farmers were ex- 
ceptionally careful, cleanly people. Mra. 
L. D. H. was a former nurse and she un- 
derstood the necessity of protecting the 
water supply. 

The typhoid history of the farm was 
as follows: In June, 1900, Mr. H. had 
married. In September he had typhoid 
fever. Other cases occurred in August, 
1010: July, 1913, and December, 1913. It 
was evident that some cause of typhoid 
was staying on the job. Upon close in- 
vestigation it was found that Mr. H. had 
married it. Mrs. H. had typhoid fever 
in 1898. When she came to live on the 
farm in 1909 she brought it with her. 
She handed it to her husband three 
months after marriage. Having been 
& trained nurse, she was cleanly, and 
therefore she only tnfected four people, 
and those at long intervals. 

Understand, she was in perfect health. 
It was not until Dr. Lampson sent a epecti- 
men of her blood to the state laboratory 
and they reported that a Widal test 
showed that Mrs. H. was atyphoid car- 
rier that the cause of the typhoid on 
Farmer H.'s place was known.

After having had that experience the 
Minnesota board adopted this as their 
standard method for finding typhoid car- 
riers. They have used it in several 
thousend cases and they want all health 
departments to use it as the regular 
standard method. It is a method of ex- 
amining the blood by the use of whigh 
well people who are typhoid carriers can 
be detected. ‘ 

its advantage is ite simplicity. A drop 
of blood dried on a piece of glass is all 
the specimen required. ‘Any laboratory 
can make the test. About ten hours is 
ample time. 

The test is somewhere between 80 and 
90 per cent accurate. If 100 typhoid car- 
riers are examined by this simple, easy, 
inexpensive test, eighty to ninety will be 
found to respond. The remaining ten to

that Dr. McDaniel and Miss Wade of 
the Minnesota board of health think that 
every person handling food should be re- 
quired to take the test. They think 
every dalryman producing milk, every 
milk dealer handling milk, every cook, 
every waiter, every buttermaker, every 
green grocer, and every baker should 
have the test.

If he ig found free from typhoid he 
should be given a certificate to that ef- 
fect. The certificate would be good for 
an indefinite length of time. No per- 
son found by this test to be a typhold car- 
rier should be allowed to handle milk 
or any other food. Should a carrier 
cease to be such he Is to be thoroughly 
examined by repeated tests and, when 
found certainly right, Is to be certified. 
The few carriers not found by this Am- 
ple blood test will cause some cases of 
typhoid, but any measure which will cut 
off half the typhoid is worth while, even 
though it will not be perfect.

Grand Duke Paul, whose first 
wife, Princess Alexandra of Greece, had 
died under very tragic circumstances, 
became infatuated with Mme. Pistohl- 
kors, who on one memorable occasion was 
forced by the dowager czarina to with- 
draw from a court ball because she had 
appeared there adorned with the jewels 
of the late Empress Marie, which Grand 
Duke Paul, who had inherited them from 
his mother, had bestowed upon her. 

The essociation of Mme. Pistohikors 
and of Grand Duke Paul at Petrograd be- 
came so flagrant that the general had no 
alternative but to obtain a divprce, and 
Grand Duke Paul, despite the czar’s pro- 
tests, took advantage thereof to imme- 
diately wed the lady morganatically at 
Leghorn, in Italy, being thereupon ban- 
ished from Russia and deprived of his 
military honors, in punishment of his dis- 
obedience and of his mesaliiance. 

Some years ago the czar relented suffi- 
clently to restore to his uncle his former 
military honors and to permit him to re- 
turn to Russia. But the lady, for whom 
her husband had obtained the Bavarian 
title of Countess of Hohenelsen, stil) con- 
tinued barred from Muscovite territory. 

HAghteen months ago Emperor Nicholas 
further relented, withdrew the orders 
banishing her from Russia, and accord- 
ingly she broke up her establishment at 
Boulogne-sur-Seine, in Paris, which had 
been hér home ever since her second 
marriage, and moved back to her native 
land to take up her residence with her 
husband in his long closed palaces at 
Petrograd and at Tsarskoe-Selo.

Queen Elizabeth of Belgium has con- 
fided her pretty little 9 year old daughter, 
Princess Marie José, to the care of the 
Ursuline nuns at Brentwood, one of the 
most charming and Picturesque suburbs 
of the British metropolis. The child is 
not residing actually within the walls of 
the convent, but ina private house imme- 
diately adjacent thereto, and a door has 
deen pierced in the wall dividing the two 
buildings. The princess has her own at- 
tendants, but is under the care and con- 
trol of the lady superior of the convent. 

It is her elder brother, the 14 year old 
Duke of Brabant, and not the younger 
one, the Count of Flanders, who has just 
taken his place at Eton in the eame Rouse 
as King George's brightest son, Prince 
Henry. The two boys are togethæ board- 
ers in the house of Neville Lubbock, one 
of the most popular of the masters of 
that ancient college that Mes on the 
banks of the Thames, under the shadow, 
S 
castle. 


The young Duke of Brabant is an object 


of special interest to his fellow pupils, 
some 800 in number, not because he-hap- 
pens to be the heir apparent to a throne 
but because he is the only boy of the 
entire college who has actually served as 


a soldier in the trenches and has been 


under fire in the present war. 

A few months ago the lad was, at his 
own pressing request, enrolled as a pri- 
vate in the First Belgian infantry of 
the line, was confided by his father and 
mother in a rather touching ceremony to 
the regiment in question, and, with a rifle 
on his shoulder, took his place day after 
day during a period of full four months 
in the trenches, assisting in the defense 
thereof like any other soldier, being 
under fire and sharing all the risks and 
t hardships of his comrades. 

It has cost his father and mother no 
end of trouble to persuade the lad to give 
up soldiering and to go back to his les- 
sons, and to exchange the society of 
grown men, and of warriors at that, for 
the company of mere boys. But the king 
and queen of Belgium felt that it was 
absolutely necessary that the prince 
should complete his education and get 
some more book learning, in view of the 
fact that he is next in the I!ne of suc- 
cession to the throne, and that scions of 
the reigning houses of Burope attain 
their legal majority and are supposed to 
reach the years of discretion on their 
eighteenth birthday, when their educa- 
tion is officially at an end. Lads of less 
exalted rank only attein their majority, 
their full manhood, and are supposed to 
have finished their education, at 21. 

Meanwhile the king and queen of Bel- 
gium remain with the remnants of their 
army in that small corner of Belgian ter- 
ritory which they have managed to keep 
clear of the German invaders, in spite of 
all the efforts of the latter, and which 
still remains subject to the Belgian flag.

Watrous, N. M., Oct. 9.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—Much has been written 
and said concerning German hatred of 
England, as exemplified in Ernst Lis- 
dauer s Chant of Hate,“ but the writer 
has yet to see in any German newspaper 
or publication, since the war started, lan- 
guage comparable in vilification, vituper- 
ation, and brutal hatred to that used 
toward the enemy by Rudyard Kipling in 
his recent speeches and war correspond- 
ence, published in TA OumIcaco TRIBUNE. 
Such utterances are as fully indicative 
of their author’s vindictiveness of spirit 
and moral inferiority as they are a trib-. 
ute to the superiority of an enemy very 
evidently beyond che reach of other weap- 
ons. During the entire war siander and 
calumny of the enemy seem to have com- 
prised the most powerful and only suc- 
cessful weapon in the British arsenal of 
war material, and indeed the only one of 
which there has never been a shortage. 
To a reviewer of history, it is both in- 
teresting and suggestive to note that Brit- 
ons have applied like contumely to nearly 


as each in turn has become their chlet 
rivals and opponents. Spain, Holland, 
and France have successively received 
their blackguardiag, and now it is the 
turn of the Teuton. 

Unfortunately, such appraising, coming 
as it does from the self-confessed and 
self-anointed guardians of morality and 
humauity, has received all too great con- 
sideration in American public opinion. 
Looking ahead, it isa field for speculation 
as to which nation will be the next recipi- 
ent of this phase of British attention.

had markedly increased the resistance of 
the race against other disease. 

It is a question of education, of ex- 
pelling ignorant and vicious customs, of 
teaching wholesome living,” gad Mr. 
Veilier. “The work done among in- 
fante especially bas been encouraging. 
and a finer, stronger stock ig on the way 
with each new generation. The immense 
progress which has been made aga'nst 
tuberculosis forecasts the day when the 
race will be free et the white plague.”

MEETS FIRE OF DEFENSE. 


(By stat Correspondent.) 

Morris, III., Oct 12.—[(Special.}—After 
being overruled time after time in objec- 
tions to questions and motions to exclude 
testimony, attorneys for Charles B. Mun- 
day. former vice president of the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank, who is on 
trial on a charge of conspiracy in connec- 
tion with the collapse of the bank, tried 
for more than five hours in the state Cir- 
cult court here today to shake the story 
told yesterday by William C. Niblack of 
Chicago, rece:ver for the bank. 

Facing a cross fire of questions, figures, 
and bitter comment, Mr. Niblack stuck 
tenaciously to the story of unsecured 
loans, worthless notes and securities, and 
unsafe investments which he told yester- 
day during his direct examination by the 
prosecution. 

John E. Hogan, head of the Munday 
counsel, conducted the cross examination. 
He consulted continually with William A. 
Rogan, another of the Munday attorneys. 
and often with Albert Fink, attorney for 
Wiliam Lorimer. 

Fink Barred Out. 

Fink's third altempt to enter himeelf as 
one of Munday's attorneys was overruled 
today by Judge SamueiC, Stough. Hogan 
appeared to be unfamiliar with the notes 
and securities introduced by the prosecu- 
tion and depended almost entisely on Ro- 
gan and Fink for suggestions as to the 
cross ¢xamination. 

In his attempt to show that some of the 
securities held by the bank became value 
lee because of the bank's failure and 
hard times, Hogan cross examined Mr. 
Niblack closely as to the sources of his in- 
formation He then endeavored to show 
by the cross examination that Mr. Nib- 
lack’s estimates as to the value of the 
securities are too low. 

With two exceptions Hogan took up the 
exhibite introduced by the state one ata 
time. In some cases he only asked Mr. 
Niblack as to his sources of information, 
but in others he tried to show that collec- 
tions had been and could be made on the 
notes. A 

Two Instances of “Assets.” 

The exceptions were the “ tattered bit 
of yellow paper introduced by the state 
as exhibit 18 and the affairs of Grace hos- 
pital. of which William J. (Billy) Cooke 
appeared to be superintendent. The piece 
of paper was a memorandum for $50,000 
against the Bank of Smithboro. The pa- 
per. Mr. Niblack had testified under direct 
examination. was listed as cash in the 
transit account of the La Salle Street 
bank. 

The Grace hospital matter was intro- 
duced by the prosecution in the form of 
two notes totaling $11,276, signed by Grace 
hospital, William J. Cooke. superintend- 
ent. These notes, according to Mr. Nib- 
lack, were among the assets of the bank 
at the time of the collapse. 

Hogan aleo endeavored to show that 
there was $640 000 of “ cash items in the 
bank when thé crash came Over He- 
gan's objection Mr. Niblack test-fied in 
his redirect examination that he collected 
only $170.000 from the various banks 
against which the La Salle Street bank 
had listed claims. 

Attorney and Receiver Clash. 

Aa soon as Hogan began his cross-ex- 
amination he clashed with Mr. Niblack 
over how the questions put should be 
answered. 

* You can't be impertinent to me.“ Mr. 
Niblack said to Hogan. and then, turning 
to Judge Stough. he added. Your honor, 
1 demand that I be permitted to answer 
the questions in such a way as to tell the 
truth.“ ö 

Judge Stough said he saw nothing im- 
proper in Mr. Niblack's replies. 

„Was not your statement that the bank 
will never pay depositors 50 cents on the 
dollar a guess? Hogan asked, 

„es, Niblack replied, it ls a guess 
as to the amount which may be paid under 
50 cents. The bank will never pay more 
than 50.” 

“No, no.“ Hogan interrupted, I want 
only the Great part of that answer.“
